partners may run out on us when the going gets rough. 
Now, the common denominator in the arguments 
which have been advanced in defense of Mr. Truman 
(including his own) seems to be the assertion that (to use 
tile words of a New York Times editorial on the subject) 
“We must have strong friends abroad.” Mr. Dulles, Sec­ 
retary of State Acheson, Governor Dewey, President Tru­ 
man, and many others, all speak as though all we needed 
to do was to decide that we needed such “strong friends” 
— and then, hocus-pocus, abracadabra, open sesame, 
there the friends would be, loyal and strong. 
It isn’t that easy nor that simple, and talking as 
though it was all merely a question of desirability is beg­ 
ging the whole major question. 
Nothing in the words of Mr. Hoover, Mr. Kennedy 
or Senator Taft indicates that they have any objection 
to our having “strong friends” abroad, nor that they fail 
to realize how greatly we will be handicapped if we are 
drawn into a world war lacking such friends. 
I he question they raise and which Mr. Truman and 
his associates persistently disregard 'is quite a different 
question — not whether we would like such a ring of 
strong friends,” but whether we have not already lost the 
possibility of obtaining such loyal friends by our own 
national record of shortcomings and disloyalty in the past. 
Call the roll. It is pretty well accepted as a fact that, 
if we had liberated Korea, and then called a national elec- 
tion, the Koreans would have voted for communism. In 
Europe it is obvious that England wants no war which 
will upset her economy, and has been strongly desirous 
that we would agree to letting Red China sit on the 
U. N. security council as the price of peace in the Far-East. 
I ranee is full of promises, and equally full of reservations; 
» I ranee has blocked the rearming and re-industrializing of 
Germany, two essential steps for European solidarity; 
likewise France is one of those which has held anti-Com- 
y munist Spain at arm’s length. Western Germany is not at 
all eager to rearm and take a position as frontline guardian 
against Russia.

I bink what that means. In the Far East, even if we 
had won the Korean War, the Koreans in all likelihood

In Europe, where we now are about to commit 
hundreds of thousands of men and billions of dollars in

walk out on us, what would there be left to help us hold 
back the Russians?
